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Early in the second term of this year the University was shaken by an im- 
measurable loss. Professor Philip Pugsley, senior professor in the Commerce 
division, who began his long association with Sir George as an undergraduate, 
died following a prolonged illness. A man who exemplified well the dynamic 
spirit of growth and development in this institution, his death deeply affected 
us all. 

As a lifelong member of the Montreal community, Professor Pugsley was 
a partner in one of the city's leading accountancy firms and was the only Canadian 
ever to hold the presidency in the International Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
Upon his retirement from that position he directed the establishment of the 
International Junior Chamber of Commerce Senatorial Movement, the senior 
advisory body to the world-wide organization. 

He became the supervisor of the Commerce division at Sir George Williams 
University in 1946, and with matchless dedication, almost single-handedly 
brought our Commerce and Accountancy departments to a position of stature 
second to none in this country. At the same time he was a valued and integral 
part of the community life at the University, as a member of the Faculty Council 
and as an advisor and guide to any of us who sought his assistance, 

In a year accented by the continued expansion of our University, his passing 
is particularly felt. But it serves as a reminder too, that spirit and strength 
such as his, lie at the very foundation of our growth. 


And we will not forget. . . 
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It may be six or seven or eight A.M. when 
the first Georgian opens his eyes and beholds another 
day of studies before him. By nine o'clock buses 
and car loads of book-carriers have disembarked 
in a bustling downtown world and countless leaden 
shoes are pounding the Drummond St. beat. Now 
is the time when thoughts turn speculatively .to 
the hours spent lined along hard pavements, wait- 
ing for the little card that means entrance, Was 
it this facade of grey and glass that we wanted 
to penetrate? 
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Inside! Here are the huge, anonymous corridors whose 
notices proclaim meetings called and lectures cancelled, 
whose tables boast hawkers of publication or election, 
whose guardians in granite watch and tend. Classes may 
call the student to an auditorium packed and restless; to 
a streamlined, fully-equipped classroom or laboratory 
upstairs; to the tiered benches of early Y.M.C.A. lecture 
rooms; to the diversified atmospheres of modern Annex 
or pillared Salvation Army Citadel where, under the 
aegis of ''Blood and Fire'', the assembled company is 
taught.

However, two speakers, 
Mr. E. T. Asselin M.P. for N.D.G., Deputy Speaker of the House, and 
Mr. John Turner for St. Lawrence-St. George brought the session to 
a close in serious parliamentary fashion,

The University Model United Nations 
(U.M.U.N.) is a unique University confer- 
ence in that it is co-operatively sponsored 
by Sir George Williams, McGill, University 
of Montreal and Loyola College. 

The fifth annual U.M.U.N. Session was 
held from February 6th to 9th, 1963. Sixty- 
five universities, including Yale, Georgetown, 
University of Toronto and Michigan State, 
represented the various nations of the U.N. 

The purpose of the U.M.U.N. is to 
acquaint the delegates with the functions 
and proceedings of the United Nations through 
a movel General Assembly, Security Council 
and Social and Economic Council. Besides 
the sessions there were two speakers, Mr. 
Philip Deane and Mr. Erik Valters.Sir George 
contributed to the conference by holding 
a Security Council meeting and an excellent 
panel on ''The Sino-Indian Dispute". 

Generally the delegates were impressed 
with the Conference and the atmosphere of 
Montreal, It is hoped that more Georgians 
will participate in the preparation and 
sessions of future U.M.U.N.'s. 


Second Annual 


K.E. Norris Memorial Lecture 


Last year the Alumni Association 
inaugurated a series of lectures in mem- 
ory of K. E. Norris, principal of Sir 
George from 1935 to 1956. 

It was very fitting that this year 
Dr. Northrop Frye, noted critic of North 
American society, should deliver an ad- 
dress on the "Idea of a University.” 
In his lecture there were many clever 
and amusing gibes at professors and 
students but the laughter did nothing to 
dissolve the leaden core of his argument. 
Dr. Frye feels that the function of a 
university is to create and maintain an 
image of the ideal society. Many stu- 
dents are often bewildered as they at- 
tempt to extend this image of the ideal 
society to the outside world. They fail 
to discover ary correlation with the many 
isolated courses they have studied, The 
sensitive student sees not a coherent 
or comprehensible whole offering anideal 
but an ideal isolated in some individuals 
who cannot activate it. 

Dr. Frye feels that the only reason 
for participating in the mockery of modern 
university life is because we must live 
as though the ideal were possible. In 
persuing this, the undergraduate can sur- 
vive the pressures of negative or hostile 
values; if he will teach, he can profess 
his ideal and hope toperpetuate a minority 
which can barely maintain what willnever 
be a common position,
